Dollar  for  Hours 
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There  was  a  mixture  of  excitement  and  trepidation  on  November  6th  as  the  Yll 
Geography  students,  Miss  Shaw  and  Miss  Turley  arrived  at  BIOS  to  start  3  days  of 
fieldwork.  The  promise  of  thunderstorms  and  long  days  of  school  work  did  not  bode 
well  for  some  individuals.  After  orientation  the  students  gathered  in  the  lab  for  the 
introductory  session.  This  outlined  the  aims  and  objectives  of  the  fieldwork  and 
students  were  divided  into  groups  before  heading  to  Shelly  Bay  on  the  north  shore  to 
collect  data.  Once  there  each  group  had  to  convince  someone  to  get  into  the  sea  to 
record  measurements,  and  in  some  cases  that  meant  fully  clothed!  They  collected 
data  on  wave  height  and  frequency  and  water  depth  to  help  calculate  wave  energy. 
After  completing  a  field  sketching  of  the  bay,  and  a  quick  break  for  lunch,  we  moved 
to  the  beach  to  measure  the  beach  profile  and  do  a  sediment  size  analysis.  Following 
a  bumpy  bus  ride  back  to  BIOS  the  students  returned  to  the  lab  to  collate  their  data 
before  dinner.  Early  evening  entertainment  was  had  by  analyzing  the  results  of  the 
data,  before  finally  being  let  loose  for  some  free  time  before  lights  out.  Following  a 
hearty  breakfast  the  next  morning  the  group  made  their  way  by  truck  to  Winsor 
Beach,  by  kind  permission  of  the  Mid  Ocean  Club,  and  set  about  collecting  similar 
data  for  a  south  shore  beach. The  data  was  collected  quickly  and  on  completion  we 
headed  back  to  BIOS  to  write  up  the  day's  results,  with  a  short  interlude  for  dinner. 
The  final  morning  was  spent  making  comparisons  of  the  physical  processes  affecting 
north  and  south  shore  beaches  in  Bermuda.  All  in  all  it  was  a  successful  and  most 
enjoyable  few  days,  and  despite  the  hard  work,  there  was  also  a  lot  of  fun  had  by  all.
